REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


We respectfully submit this our sixth annual report to 
the school board and the citizens of the town of Westmore- 
land. 


New duties have been placed on the superintendent of 
schools by the provisions of the school law recently passed. 
The reports required have taken much of the time of the super- 
intendent. We have tried to perform the usual duties however 
and have at the present writing nearly caught up with the 
work. The sanitary survey of the school houses found them in 
fair condition. There will be need of some minor repairs next 
year. The lighting in some of the buildings is not sufficient and 
from both sides of the pupils. The school house at Hast West- 
moreland has been placed in good repair this year. 


The statistical report shows a poor attendance for last 
year due to the prevailing epidemic. This year the attendance 
has improved. It has been necessary to call upon the attend: 
ance officer of the state to enforce attendance in one case which 
had been a source of much poor attendance for a long time, 
and lowered the attendance two years ago to the point of los- 
ing state aid. We hope that no further trouble will arise in 
attendance. 


The work of the schools has continued about as usual. 
We have tried to make the organization follow more closely 
the work as prescribed in the state program of studies. In 
the upper room of the village schools much of the regular jun- 
ior high school work is being done. The interest seems to be

eood in all the schools, but especially in the work Miss Burr 
is doing. The text books are now in good condition and fit 
the course of study adopted by the state. 

The teachers have cooperated with the school authorities 
in making the work of the year successful. The members of 
the school board have worked in harmony with each other and 


the superintendent. There is little fault to be found with the 


people of the town with whom we have business relations rela- 
tive to the schools. . 


You should take an interest in a matter of vital interest to 
he taxpayers. The salaries of teachers are from two to three 
dollars per week higher this year than last. The prospects are 
that it will be necessary to increase the salaries again this year 
sufficient to retain our teachers or secure others to fill their 
places. We hope for your support in this matter, and that 
you will meet the problem in the same spirit the teachers are 
showing, ready and willing to do their duty for the good of 
the children of Westmoreland. Not a complaining word 
have we heard, but it has cost them more than they expected 
to maintain themselves as teachers should since they signed 
their contracts. 


We scarcely know how to plan for a future so full of un- 
certainties. We know it is our duty to provide good schools 
for our children. Let us consider the future of our schools in 
the light of present conditions and be prepared to make new 
departures, if necessary that the best interests of the pupils 
may be served. 


I wish to thank the citizens of Westmoreland for the sup- 
port they have given the school authorities in the past. We 
appreciate what you have made it possible for us to do. Let us 
come to the school meeting in the same spirit as in other years.
